priuate exerciſes of religion, cuen of the word and pray- 
erin the wecke Uayes, being partly diſtracted in their 
callings for want of heauenly wiledome, to divide out 
their times, and partly hindered by that yntowardnes 
andynaptnes, that is intheir naturetoall goodnes, and, 
partly by a careleſſe forgetfulnes,(the world thruſting ir 
out of their minds,& the diuell Realing it away) wherby 
they do not ſo grow in the. graces of God as they might: 
therefore they are to too vathankfull, if they doc not ac 
knowledge, with thankes this yoſpeakable berefite of 
the Sabbath, in which God bath commanded them for 
their goodtoſupply their former wants, to make vpthe.
